Under Chapter 29 of the Laws of 1899, towns are re- 
quired to raise one fourth of one per cent. of their valua- 
tion for maintenance of roads, provided, however, that no 
town is required to raise an amount exceeding $50 per 
mile of road. The valuation of the towns for 1906 and 
the actual mileage of roads in each town cannot be defi- 
nitely stated at this date, hence the amounts opposite “A” 
and “C ”’ below are approximate only.
